“] used to be like a lot of people who
talk through the press; 1 thought I
knew something about the fish busi-
ness,” sayvs J. F. Child, assistant exe-
cutive officer of the territorial food
commission. “But the farther yon get
into the matter, the more it becomes

‘like a Chinese puzzle, and less clear

becomes the solution.of the high price
of fish problem.

~ "It is very well to say that the
food commission. should establish a
lower price. Suppose we did. Sup-
pose we cut the price in two. The
fishermen are not making as much
now as they could make in canneries
or on plantations. If their income is
reduced, then the supply of fish is go-
ing to be reduced. It is easier to be
¢ritical than to be correct.

“The best suggesiion I know of to
avoild overcharges on fish, if there are
any, would be to publish the auction
price of fish on a blackboard in each
of the public markets, and make a
regulation that fish be sold by the
pound and not by count. But when
this suggestion is put up to competent
attorneys, they doubt the legal aspects
of such a regulation and the authority
of the commission to make such.a
regulation. Therefore 1 have been
looking around to find some methods
of increasing the supply of fish.
